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MEMORANDA. 


This number of the Statistical Bulletin is issued later than usual, owing to 
unavoidable delay in obtaining the December trade returns, which always 
are made ayailable at a later date in this month by the Customs Department 
than in the other months of the year. 


Trade.—The imports during December were valued at £4,694,789, which shows 
an increase of £1,135,438, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the twelve months there was an increase of £462,675, 
or over 1 per cent.,as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during December amounted to £2,352,164, as compared with 
£1,707,821 in 1908; the total for the twelve months was £20,870,984, 
an increase of £1,091,654 over the corresponding figures for 1908, 
There were decreases in a number of the principal articles ; apparel and 
soft goods, agricultural implements, cordage and twines, iron and steel, 
kerosene, leather, and sugar, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for December amounted to £3,520,675, being an 
increase of £103,657 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the twelve months there was a decrease in the oversea 
exports of £785,772, or nearly 3 per cent., as compared with last year.

Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during 
the twelve months increased by £635,013, but the latter decreased 
by £1,420,785. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,185,432, or £83,464 Jess than in 
December of last year. During the six months ended 31st December 
the revenue was £6,840,591, being £103,212 more than the corres- 
ponding period of the last financial year.

On the 31st December, 1909, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in credit to the amount of £1,010,359. 


Shippin ;.— During 1909, 360 less vessels entered the ports of the State, and 
477 less cleared therefrom, than in 1908. The total tonnage of vessels 
tra ling with the State was 11,456,394, namely, 5,823,489 entered, and 
5,632,905 cleared, both steam and sailing vessels showing a considerable 
falling-off compared with 1908. 


Railways.—Vhe Report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st December 
shows satisfactory results. Compared with the corresponding quarter 
of last year, the earnings show an increase of £35,826, and the expendi- 
ture an increase of £97,630, due largely to the coal strike, increased 
cost of repairs, and renewals of rolling-stock. Relatively, the earnings 
increased by 73d. and the expenditure by 9d. per train mile. 


Wheat Harvest, 1909-10.—According to information recently supplied by 
farmers, it is estimated that 25,600,000 bushels of wheat will be 
harvested from 1,817,286 acres, averaging 14:1 bushels per acre, and 
648,900 tons of hay will be cut from 428,221 acres. 


The total now estimated is over 10,000,000 bushels in excess of the 
production during the season 1908-9, and it is expected that, after 
making due allowance for seed and local food requirements, a surplus of 
13 to 14 million bushels will be available for export. 


Numerous trials to ascertain the milling qualities of this season’s 
wheat have proved very satisfactory, the resultant flour being strong, 
of good colour and texture, and possessing high gluten contents, 
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The following statement shows, in the principal wheat-growing 
divisions of the State, the yield last season and that estimated to be

Gold Production.—The gold yield during December was 25,084 oz. crude, 
equal to 21,681 oz. fine, valued at £92,095. During the year 1909 
there has been a decrease in the value of gold produced of £85,308, as 
compared with the corresponding period of last year. 

The quantity of gold won up to the end of 1909 amounts to 13,463,502 
oz. fine, valued at £57,189,282. 


Prices.—The index numbers show that during 1909 prices of staple products 
were about on an equality, being only 2 per cent. lower than in 1908. 
They were, however, 19 per cent. higher than in 1901. The index 
number for all articles was 1,188 ; for pastoral products, 1,137 ; and for 
minerals, 1,066—compared with 1,000 in 1901. 'The average price of frozen 
beef was higher by 25 per cent. than last year, and wheat and flour also 
showed a substantial increase. The pastoral products stand at 1,137, as 
against 1,122 for 1908, while the industrial metals show a decline from 
1,073 to 1,066. The general index number for December was 1,181, 
the lowest since April. 


Land Selections.—During December 180 new settlers applied for 101,602 
‘acres ; and 106,463 acres, representing 167 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. For the year 1909 the number of new settlers 
was 2,416, and the area applied for 1,578,171 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement during the year was 1,352,780 acres, 
representing 1,676 blocks. 


Meteorology.— During the month of December the rainfall recorded over the 
north-eastern half of the State was, with the exception of the Northern 
Tablelands and parts of the North Coast, generally above the average. 

The records for the year 1909 show that a very large area of the State, 
embracing the whole of the North-western Slopes and Plains, the 
northern half of the Central Plains, Slopes, and Tablelands, parts of the 
Hunter Valley, and a narrow strip of country extending through 
Riverina to the South-western Border, received falls in excess of the 
average. he Coastal District was not so fortunate, however, as at only 
two stations were averages exceeded.
